One of the greatest assets of a college education, too frequently overlooked by both 
educators and students, is one's association with fellow students. The self is a social 
product . It does not develop in isolation, it is only in interaction with other persons 
and social groups that one becomes a person. Personality in its fullest dimension is the result 
of participation in social relationships. 

It is for this reason that Delta Epsilon Rho was founded in 1966. Thus, our fraternity 
takes the casual association of the campus and organizes it consciously and intentionally as a 
venture in friendship so that what otherwise might be only incidental may become highly 
productive in the education of the student. This our fraternity does in a number of ways, of 
which I shall indicate only a few. Our undergraduate chapter enrolement numbers twenty-nine. 
Our fraternity thus provides a close association in a small sustained and sustaining social 
group. Ina large group the individual tends to get lost in a multitude of general and 
somewhat vague relationships. Thus with the community reduced to a small homogeneous group, 
success or failure in the discernment and fulfillment of personal relationships are more 
open to observation and cultivation or correction than they could possibly be in a large, 
heterogeneous and impersonal group. 

The ideals of Delta Epsilon Rho are no different from any other fraternity at Loyola 
as far as the written word is concerned. There is however, the potential for Delta Epsilon Rho 
to express its ideals to a greater extent than in other fraternities. Being a local fraternity 
and as young as we are, we can offer to ambitious young men the outlet for their ideas. 

If you came here because you were seeking perfection or the ideal state, you may easily 
become dissullusioned unless you remember that no fraternity or organization is ideal; for if 
the ideal is reached then higher standards will be established for you to seek. We do not claim 
perfection, but that's no reason to condemn us, for we set our standards and ideals high, which 
should be a motivating force and a challenge to you and inspire improvement.

Jacques Blouin, the founding president of Sigma D®lta Phi, pioneered the way 
for fraternities on Loyola's campus in 1964. Since then, Loyola's first fraternity has 
continued to set the pacein the fraternity community at Loyola. Sigma Delta Phi petitioned 
Phi Kappa Theta national fraternity in 1968 and was made an active colony in March of that 
year. Phi Kappa Theta's chapter at Loyola, Canada Alpha, was the first chapter in Canada 
and now plays a big role in Canadian expansion across the country. 

On the local level, Canada Alpha has Been a driving force on Loyola's campus. 

Phi Kappa Theta was the first fraternity on campus to have fraternity housing. The various 
social works of the chapter include Christmas parties at childrens' hospitals, entertaining 
orphans at sports functions, and a donation of seven hundred dollars to St. Patrick's 
Orphanage. 

The object of fraternities is to produce an enviroment within which the individual 
will have the oppertunity to develop and mature socially, mentally, and physically. The 
past record of the brotherhood can speak for itself. Phi Kaps have,in their years at Loyola , 
continued to show their constant success in scholastics, as well as social events and sports. 
Canada Alpha has won the scholarship trophy of the I.F.C. and in 1968, captured the 
intramural championship. Anywhere you look, the Phi Kappa Theta man is making a positive 
contribution to the college community. You can see him in the LMSA, the News roon, the LMAA’, 
the Maroon and White Honour Society, on the basketball court, the hockey rink, the football 
field, in RAC, the Commerce Society, the library, and when he has a minute, down at the BV. T.

History of Sigma Theta Pi Fraternity. 

This fraternity was founded on November 15, 1968, and is the youngest 
fraternity on campus. It developed from the Sigma Epsilon Chi committee 
inti its present status. The founding brothers consisted of eighteen 
students from a cross section of the Loyola population. 

The fraternity is presently on probationary recognition by the Loyola 
Interfraternity Council. Within its short period of exsistance, it was 
able to procure a distinduished Board of Control both from within 
Loyola as well as from the outside community. 
Description: Activities; social activities consisting of the annual 
recognition and graduation balls as well as numerous other social events; 
trips outside the city both during the summer and winter seasons; social 
work at the Douglas Memorial hospital as well as for other welfare 
organizations; residential quarters are in the offering. 

One of the requirements for new brothers is that they be day students, in 
at least their second semester of the first year. The fraternity is 
constructed so as to allow individualism, yet neither exploiting nor 


allowing itself to be exploited by any of its' menbers. 


The Professional Fratenity: 


Fraternities are an irreplaceable part of our educational system. The advantages 
afforded by them are many and varied, most of whichyou have already heard about. 

The professional fraternity not only provides all of the advantages of a fraternal 
affiliation, but also the real benefits which accrue to a membership comprised exclusively 
of men who have chosen the same proffession for their life's work. It provides academic aid 
as well as invaluable experience in professional training and discipline, giving its members 
the opportunity to secure expert advice and guidence before and after graduation. This kind 
of fraternity also supplies the competitive frame of mind so necessary to the professional man, 
contributing to the overall growth of the individual. 

Phi Lambda Rho is Loyola's first such fraternity. It is based on principles for the 
progressive and dynamic student, and on ideals upon which he can exercise his initiative. The 
promotion of the highest academic standards in the Biological Sciences is a primary concern 
of our fraternity. In order to maintain this movement, we have established a comprehensive 
programme of seminars that will bring about a fuller understanding of the curriculum... By means 
of a scheduled list of speakers, by the upkeep of a wide range of correspondance and by 
soliciting information on the latest advancements in the Biological Sciences, we fulfill one 
of our basic aims, the education of our members. This information is placed at the disposal 
of every brother in the fraternity library. Among other things, the library contains the 
largest prospecti from universities with graduate courses in the Biological Sciences, as well 
as a number of educational reference texts, all provided in our efforts to supply an adequate 
introduction to the medical world. 

Realizing that scholastic excellence is only one of the characteristics of a well 
rounded education, Phi Lambda Rho carries on a variety of athletic, cultural and social 
functions. Our fraternity is highly concerned with the ability of its members to take their 
place in the general college community, stressing the recognition and application of high 
moral standards, the development of the highest spiritual ideals, the promotion of fellowship 


and mutual aid, and the betterment of Loyola of Montreal. 


Since its conception four years ago, Phi Lambda Rho has enjoyed enviable progress. 
Through the efforts of our menbers we have had the highest academic average among fraternities 
since our beginning. We have obtained full and permanent recognition from Loyola's 
Administration. Although not members of the Interfraternity Council, we have cemented 
excellent relations with other fraternities through both their and our willingness to 
cooperate. 

Thus we believe there is a firm foundation on which to build for the future of

The Inter-fraternity Council at Loyola has been in existance for barely three years, 
in this space of time its benefits have been questionable. However, a lot of experience 
has been accumulated and we can now clearly see its potential as an active co-ordinating 
body. Our aim is to promote an exchange of ideas among the member fraternities and 
initiate these ideas in practice. Greek Week is a result of this thinking. 


The following points were agreed on by seven fraternities and three sororities 
participating in Operation Greek. Firstly, a large part of the college community is 
ignorant to the principles of the Greek System and consequently unfounded criticism has 
arisen. Secondly, as always, ambitious and imaginative students must be encouraged to 
enter fraternities and sororities. Thirdly, the members of the participating organizations 
could become better acquainted given the opportunity to work together. 


The public impression of fraternities is often one of groups of men who think alike, 
drink alike and dress alike leaving their secure houses only to attend occasional classes 
but otherwise huddled together in socially snobbish, academically irrelevant, politically 
unconcerned herds, for the purposes of self-admiration and psychological security. This 
is the traditional image and it is not easily disregarded. 


In my opinion fraternities are not narrow minded. In fact, they promote exactly the 
opposite state of mind. For one thing, students talk far more freely with one another than 
with faculty members and dialogues are much more meaningful than in a classroom. The size 
of a fraternity is more adaptable to a living body while experience offers a larger cross- 
section of the student body for it contains graduate, as well as, students in various 
facilities in all four years of college. 


When a person enters a fraternity he is not committing himself to any political or 
religious doctrines so opinions are expressed freely and frequently. He promises only to 
conduct himself as a gentleman and keep the secrets of his fraternity. 


The role of fraternities is not as simple as some have thought it to be. The 
cultivation of one's abilities and elimination of one's shortcomings comes from experience. 
Fraternity fosters diversity among its members and the new brother is immediately exposed. 
He is placed in positions where he must learn to speak up, how to conduct himself, that 
success can only be achieved through new ideas and hard work and respect for his brothers! 
opinions. By working for the fraternity you are actually working for yourself. The 
extent the benefits derived depends on the individual. 


Greek Week is a good opportunity to get out and meet the people that make fraternities 
tick. They will be more than willing to answer any of your questions.
